Rivals Press for House Rules Changes 
In Fight on GOP-Southern Coalition 


WASHINGTON # — Two far- 
reaching rules changes may be 
proposed to the House when Con- 
gress conven@s Jan. 7 as part of 
a move to curb the power of a 
coalition of Republicans and 
Southern Democrats. 


Both proposals have the back- 
ing of so-called liberals whose 
ranks were swollen by results of 
this year’s congressional elections. 


One change is aimed at the 
Riles Committee, a 12-man group 
through which legislation normal- 
ly must pass before it can be 


| voted on by the House. The com- 
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mittee for years has been domi 
nated by the coalition and has 
bottled up numerous bills recom- 
mended by other committees. Its 
chairman is Rep. Howard W. 
Smith (D-Va). 


. To break the Rules Committee 
bottleneck, the liberals are pro- 
posing a return to what is known 
as the 2i-day rule,. which was in 


effect during the 8lst Congress of 
1949-50. 


This rulé allows the Rules group 
to hold back bills for a maximum 
of 21 days, after which they may 
be brought to a House vote by 
the legislative committee Which 
originally approved them. ‘The 
Rules Committee is not a legis- 
lative committee. Its main func- 
tion is to serve as traffic cop for 
bills approved by legislative com- 
| mittees. 


The 2i-day rule was adopted 
originally by a vote of 275-142 on 
Jan. 3, 1949. It was junked two 
years later by a vote of 244-149. 


The second change proposed 
for the next Congress would re- 


duce the number of signers nec- 
essary on petitions to force 
House action on bills bottled up 
by legislative committees, many 
of which are headed by Southern 
Democrats. 


The existing rule provides that 
218 signatures can bring any 
measure to a House vote. Prior to 
1933, only 145 signatures were re- 
quired, 

Backers of this proposal have 
agreed on .no fixed figure. Some 
have proposed that the number 
of signatures required he reduced 
to 100. 


Southern Democrats and most 
Republicans are expected to op- 
pose both proposed changes. Be- 
tween them, they have the votes 
to prevail if they stick together. 


There will be 283 Democrats 
and 153 Republicans in the House 
convening on Jan. 7. Coalition’ 
leaders believe they can count on 
a minimum of 90 Democrats and 
130 Republicans to oppose the

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Emory Professors 


Plead for Schools 


“Although private schools contribute 
gréatly to education for democracy, both 
history and contemporary experience 
clearly indicate that the major portion of 
the educational load can be adequately 
borne only by the public school system.” 

This quote is from a statement by 
250 full-time faculty members of a prix 
vate school, Emory University, published 
yesterday, In a sense this appeal is fully 
as significant as that of 312 Atlanta minis- 
ters a week ago. It expresses again the 
growing concern of all citizens about the 
prospect of closed schools. 

The document was signed by approx- 
imately 95 per cent of members of the 
faculties of the graduate school and of 
the college of arts and sciences at Emory, 
mihus about 20 individuals absent from 
the campus on other duties. Acting on 
their own initiative from a realization of 
the consequences which would result from 
closing the schools, they appeal to Geor- 
gians to save, strengthen, and improve 
them. 

As we have said here a number of 
times the state of Georgia may take the 
route of closed schools. If we so choose, 
however, the people of the state should 
be informed fully of the price they must 
pay. This the Emory professors point out 
in unmistakable terms: : 


“Every citizen should realize that even a 
partial interruption during one year of school- 
ing will result in a decrease during the fol- 
lowing years of the services of trained spe- 
cialists such as physicians, dentists, nurses, 
county agricultural agents, engineers, law- 
yers, librarians, clergymen and teachers. If 
such an interruption continues even for a 
few years, the services of an entire genera- 
tion in such professions and skills will be 
lost: and this will amount to nothing less 
that willful discrimination by the people of 
this region against themselves and their own 
children.” 


They warn us, too, of the economic 
consequences in pointing out that “many 
industries will not find it possible to re- 
main in any section where there are no 
stable public educational facilities” and 
that “new business and industries will be 
reluctant to come to such a section.” 

They point out also that, in our chal- 
lenge from the Russians, to close the pub- 
lic schools in any city, county, state or 
region of America is to play directly into 
the hands of communism. 

The big issue, then, is not to close the 
schools but to find. a way to preserve 
public education. If an outside agency 
can succeed in forcing us to commit par- 
tial suicide, the damage to the state will 
be permanent. 

All thoughtful citizens can but be 
grateful to the Emory professors for 
speaking out. As educators these men 
know full well that all Georgia will suf- 
fer greatly if the schools are closed. The 
biggest challenge still is finding a way 
to prevent it. 


Expanding Crime Rate 
Is a National Shame 


Crime continues to trouble the United 
States. 

The FBI reports that for the first 
nine months of this year major crimes 
jumped 11 per cent over 1957. Robbery, 
burglary, larceny and rape led the list. 

Largest percentage of crime increases 
were in cities of populations of 500,000 or 
less. It was up but 1 per cent in cities of 
from 750,000 and up. 

There is no explanation except that 
the recession produced some increases in 
the various forms of robbery which led 
all major crimes. 

Whatever the reasons, it is not a 
pretty picture. And certainly all citizens 
must do all they can to sustain law and 
to maintain respect for due processes of 
' law. . 

The various bar associations and state 
legislatures might assist by creating 
higher standards for state judicial posi- 
tions. Cities must recognize the impor- 
tance of trained, honest police depart- 
ments. There is much we can do to lessen 
this expanding rate of crime.

A recent statement by Governor-elect 
Vandiver in which. he brands it a bad 
practice for members of the General As- 
sembly to hold state’ job8 reflects a seri- 
ous flaw in the functioning of state 
government. 


Theoretically, the executive, legisla- ° 


tive and judiciary branchesare separate. 

In practice, the legislutive on fre- 
quent occasions has amounted to little 
more than a rubber stamp for the ex- 
ecutive department. 

Happily, the movement to free the 
lawmakers from the thumb of the gov- 
ernor has snowballed in the past year 
or so, as was so vividly demonstrated 
in the defeat of Gov. Griffin’s pet rural 
roads bill® and subsequent legislative 
committee investigations into various 
phases of state government. 

But it would be naive indeed to be- 
lieve that complete independence can be 
achieved as long as some members of 
the General Assembly succumb to the 
lure of state jobs. How can they serve 
two masters when the chips are down 
in a conflict of interests? 

A large number of representatives 
and senators have expressed indigna- 
tion at the practice in the past. About 
the only concession made, however, has 
been a subterfuge arrangement under 
which legislators who have state jobs go 
off the payroll while the General As- 
sembly is in session. 

Come January, the farce should be 
ended once and for all. 

The’ :principle of legislative inde- 
pendence has the governor-elect’s bles- 
sings. Let the advocates of that prin- 
ciple follow through with passage of a 
bill banning any future ladling out of 
plums at taxpayers’ expense to favored 
lawmakers. :

The investigations often do. re- 
veal unhappy or worrisqme situa-
